I'ir.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1969. 

Your  district  one  again  showed  a small  significant  rise  in 
population,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  adjusted  birth  rate  fell  to 
a level  vdiich  is  a little  higher  than  the  comparable  National  figure. 

Ihere  was  an  increase  in  the  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  district  and 
once  again  the  main  killing  diseases  were  heart  and  circulatory  disease, 
cancer  and  respiratory  disease,  in  that  order. 

Ihe  occurrence  of  two  deaths  of  premature  infants  in  the  first  year 
of  life  and  three  stillbirths  had  an  adverse  influence  on  the  principal 
vital  statistics  for  your  area,  i.e,  the  infant  mortality  and  the  peri- 
natal mortality  rates. 

There  vjas  a slight  fall  in  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease,  this  was  due  to  a reduced  number  of  notifications  in  respect 
of  measles,  perhaps  as  a result  of  the  immunisation  campaign  against 
this  disease  vdiich  ccmmenced  in  196D.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  fewer 
notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  once  again  no  notifications  in  respect 
of  food  poisoning  were  received  during  the  year. 

I ■'.VDuld  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Chaiim.an  and  Ifembers  of  the  Comcil  for  their  interest,  encourage- 
ment and  understanding  during  the  3^ar.  The  excellent  co-operation  and 
working  relationship  has  been  maintained  vdth  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 
i^r.  T.  Limbert,  and  I have  received  every  possible  assistance  from  your 
Clerk,  Fsr,  F.  Bailey,  and  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Council. 
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I am,  once  again,  indebted  to  the  Divisional  Adiiiinistrative  Officer, 
lir.  L.  S.  1/Vrigg,  and  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for 
their  hard  work  and  support  at  all  times*

than  in  the  previous  year.  Tnere  were  7 illegitimate  births,  represents 
ing  5.0^  of  total  births  registered,  compared  with  4.3^  in  1968. 


The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a ccaiiparability  factor  for  the 
births  in  1969^  vdiich  relates  the  proportion  of  v/omen  of  child-bearing 
age  in  the  area  vath  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  crude 
birth  rate  multiplied  by  the  canparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  birth 
rate  \Tnich  is  comparable  with  similar  adjusted  rates  for  other  districts 
and  mth  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
for  your  district  was  17.8  per  1;,000  estimated  population^  as  compared 
vriLth  20.7  per  1^000  estimated  population  for  1968  and  compared  ivith  l6.3 
for  England  and  VJales.

No  notification  in  respect  of  this  disease  was  received  during  the 
year.  Vaccination  against  the  disease  continued  during  1969.  As  in  the 
case  of  Diphtheria  and  VJhooping  Cough  iminunisation,  I must  anphasise  the 
importance  of  protection  of  the  child  in  early  infancy. 

Infectious  Jaundice 

Tnis  is  na-/  a notifiable  disease.  During  the  year  5 notifications 
in  respect  of  this  disease  were  received.  The  cases  were  all  visited  to 
ensure  that  neither  the  patients  nor  the  close  family  contacts  were 
current  blood  donors. 

Tuberculosis 

Che  case  of  Pulraonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified.  Che  death  from  the 
disease  occurred  during  the  year.  The  table  overleaf  illustrates  the 
notification  of  this  serious  disease  since  1965.  Considerable  effort  is 
made  each  year  to  offer  protection  with  B.C.G.  Vaccine  to  the  children 
entering  the  Secondary  Schools.  I ajn  pleased  to  report  that  the  majority 
of  parents  allovv'  their  children  to  receive  protection  against  Tuberculosis 
at  the  cominencement  of  secondary  school  education.

Vital  Statistics 

A tatle  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shoxvn  for  each  of  the  County 
districts  in  the  Division,  This  may  he  of  interest  to  each  authority  in 
assessing  how  each  stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the 
Coimti''  and  National  statistics. 

Forulatioi^ 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at  mid 
1969  was  79 j 890 j compared  with  80,190  in  the  previous  year.  The  natural 
increase  in  population  showing  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  379 
in  1969,  compared  ^'d-th  555  "the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  in  I969  was  1,305 > 
compared  with  1,422  in  I968,  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of 
16.3  pe3?  1,000,  compared  v/ith  17.7  pe^  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The 
nimiber  of  illegitimate  births  was  85  in  1969*  This  represents  6,5%  of  the 
total  bii-ths,  compared  with  5-8^  Jn  TQGB  and  in  1967« 

Stillbirths 

There  were  22  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  22  during  I968, 

This  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  16.6,  compared  with  15.2  in  I968  and  with 
13.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction  of 
inward  and  outward  transfers  was  926,  which  was  59  more  than  in  the  previous 
3^ear,  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  11.6,  as  compared 
with  10.8  in  I968, 


llatemal  Moi'talits'' 

I am  tiappy  to  report  that  there  was  no  death  from  this  cause  during  the  year. 
The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  Nil,  compared  with  0,20  for 
the  admiruLstrative  Coimty  and  with  0,19  England  and  Wales.

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Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rates 

There  were  20  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  year,  of  which  I5  occurred 
in  the  neo-natal  period®  This  compares  with  17  and  12  respectively  in  the 
previous  year.  These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
division  of  15.3,  compared  vdth  12,0  for  the  previous  year  and  with  18,1  for 
England  and  Wales, 

I would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  12  infant  deaths 
occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life,  5 of  them  were  so  premature  as  to 
he  helow  the  age  of  viahility.  This  means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they 
would  not  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages,  and 
as  such  would  never  have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all.  Prematurity 
was  associated  with  no  less  than  7 deaths  in  the  neo-natal  period, 
demonstrating  the  importance  of  this  factor  as  a contributory  cause  of  death 
in  early  infancy.  Of  the  20  babies  who  died  imder  one  year  of  age,  19  were 
bom  in  hospital  and  one  at  home.  It  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that 
numerically  the  commonest  cause  of  death  in  the  first  week  of  life  Y/as 
congenital  defects,  which  at  the  present  moment  we  are  -unable  to  prevent  to 
any  great  extent.  These  deaths  accounted  for  almost  one  third  of  the 
recorded  infant  deaths  in  the  division. 

The  illegitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  = 11,8 

for  the  di-vision. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

Some  739  persons  under  I6  years  of  age  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 
d-uring  the  year,  including  26  re-vaccinations,  which  represents  an  increase 
of  168,  compared  Tdth  I968,  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  parents  to 
have  their  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox  during  the  second  year  of 
life.  This  is  the  optim-um  time  to  perform  primary  vaccination  and  reactions 
tend  to  be  minimal. 

Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Wliooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 
Pre-school  children  On  1st  January,  I968,  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
introduced  a computer  scheme  of  imm-unisation  into  the  Division  follovjing 
successful  pilot  schemes  in  the  High  Green  and  Keighley  Divisions,  The 
effect  of  the  scheme  has  been  to  centralise  records  of  immunisation 
proced-ures  from  the  whole  Co-unty  area  and,  therefore,  records  of  immionisation 
performed  in  the  Di-vision  are  now  recorded  on  magnetic  tape  in  Wakefield, 
Local  records  are  no  longer  available  and  it  is  novi  impossible  to  present 
local  district  statistics  as  was  usual  in  the  past.  The  scheme  on  the  whole 
worked  quite  smoothly  and  immunisation  against  these  diseases  has  been 
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maintained  at  a satisfactory  high  level.  Evidence  now  shows  that  the 
introduction  of  a computer  scheme  of  this  nature  will  increase  the 
overall  immimisation  rate  for  a district  hy  approximately  ten  per  cent. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  appointments  for  immunisation  are 
made  automatically  at  the  appropriate  time  to  every  child  in  the  area 
where  consent  for  imm-unisation  has  been  given  by  the  parent  of  the 
child.  Parents  are  also  allowed  the  choice  of  local  clinic  or  family 
doctor. 

Measles  Immunisation 

The  measles  immunisation  scheme  proceeded  smoothly  with  a good 
acceptance  rate  until  April,  19^9?  when  the  Depai-tnient  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  advised  that  the  vaccine  in  use  at  the  time  should  be 
withdrawn,  follovdng  a report  of  possible  complications  arising  out  of 
the  use  of  this  particular  batch  of  vaccine.  As  a result  of  this,  add 
the  scheme  was  temporarily  suspended  until  later  on  in  the  year  when  it 
w as  possible  to  obtain  a proven  safe  vaccine.  The  table  below  shows 
that  only  404  children  received  measles  vaccine  during  1969>  compared 
with  1,355  during  1968,

School chi Idr en  - Immunisation  against  Tetanus  continued  during  1969o 
Rather  fewer  children  were  immunised  with  primary  doses  but  considerably 
more  booster  doses  of  tetanus  vaccine  were  given  in  I969  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  the  administration  of 
active  tetanus  inm-unisation  in  the  school  child,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
use  of  anti -serum  in  case  of  injury.

The  numoer  of  children  examined  at  routine  medical  inspection  fell  hy  about 
one  third  during  the  year  to  a total  of  1,921.  The  method  of  "selective" 
medical  inspection  continued  in  the  case  of  children  attending  junior  and 
senior  schools  in  the  Division,  This  scheme  is  intended  to  replace  the  old 
system  of  routine  inspection  i^hereby  every  child  was  submitted  for  medical 
inspection  by  the  school  doctor.  Essentially,  the  children  are  selected  for 
examination  by  questionjiaire  and  teacher  referralo  At  present  the  scheme  is 
working  well  and  helps  to  save  doctor’ s time  and  allov/s  a more  detailed 
study  of  the  children  who  are  selected  for  examination.  Shortage  of  medical 
staff  continued  throughout  the  year  and  added  to  the  difficulties  of 
pro\iding  a complete  school  health  service  capable  of  dealing  with 
educational  and  headth  problems  presented  to  it. 

In  March,  Dr.  A.  M,  Gill,  who  was  full-time  Departmental  Medical  Officer,  left 
the  service  and  since  then  it  has  not  been  possible  to  appoint  a full-time 
Medical  Officer  in  the  Departeent,  apart  from  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
The  essential  clinical  work  has  been  carried  on  by  utilising  the  services  of 
a part-time  Medical  Officer,  together  with  sessional  help  from  general 
practitioners  in  the  area.  It  follows  that  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
h-as  had  no  deputy  to  act  on  his  behaJf  during  the  year,  either  in  respect 
of  County  Council  duties  or  the  County  District  Council  duties.

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  nidwives  fell  to  537 j compared 
with  437  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  990  institutional  confinementsj 
compared  with  993  in  1968«  The  proportion  of  patients  delivered  in 
hospitals  and  maternity  homes  rose  from  69c8^  to  74*4?^  in  1969»  The 
proportion  of  domiciliary  patients  receiving  some  form  of  analgesia  was 
76/0,  The  year  showed  a very  significant  trend  towards  institutional 
confinements  and  a corresponding  fall  in  the  number  of  home  confinements. 
This  trend  compares  with  other  areas  in  the  Administrative  County, 
Recruitment  of  m.idwives  to  replace  losses  by  retirement  and  other  reasons 
proved  to  be  difficult  throughout  the  year.

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  v;omen  attending  Yfest  Riding  Ante- 
Ratal  Clinics  and  the  number  of  attendances  fell  also.  The  trend  towards 
general  practitioners  running  their  own  ante-natal  clinics,  either  in  their 
own  premises  or  at  West  Riding  Clinics  continued  and  this  accounts  for  the 
decline  in  the  official  \Yest  Riding  Clinics,  because  such  attendances  are 
not  reflected  in  our  statistics.  Attendances  at  relaxation  and  mothercraft 
classes  fell  by  29^0,  Staffing  difficulties  may  in  part  have  accounted  for 
this  reduction  due  to  the  fact  that  available  staff  had  to  devote  most  of 
their  time  to  ante-natal  clinics,  confinements  and  post-natal  care  of  the 
patients  under  their  care. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  Division  showed  a decrease, 

Dijning  1969s  56,826  attendances  were  made  showing  a decrease  of  approximately 
3.6fi  over  the  previous  year.  The  attendances,  however,  clearly  indicate  that 
good  use  is  being  made  of  the  clinic  facilities  available  in  the  area.  The 
tendency  continued  during  the  year  for  general  practitioners  to  conduct 
their  own  Child  Welfare  Clinics  in  either  County  clinics  or  their  oym  premises. 
Attached  rrursing  staff  were  made  available  to  help  v/ith  this  work.  At 
Worsbrough  the  general  2?re-c tit i oners  conducted  their  own  Child  Welfare 
sessions  at  the  County  clinic,  the  official  County  clinic  being  held  on  one 
half-day  only.  An  attempt  was  made  to  concentrate  on  more  specialised  work 
at  this  clinic  in  the  form  of  routine  developmental  assessments  of  pre- 
school children.  This  change  in  child  welfare  clinic  organisation  could 
explain  the  apparent  fall  in  attendances  mentioned  earlier  at  the  official 
County  sessions.

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Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nirrsing'  Attachment  Scheme 

The  scheme  of  attachment  of  Health  Visitors  and  Home  Hirrses  to  general 
practitioners  was  continued  during  the  yearo  In  principle  the  scheme 
allows  the  attached  nurse  to  work  with  a general  practitioner  as  a "team" 
in  a practice  rather  than  a geographical  area  as  in  the  past.  The  scheme 
has  been  well  accepted  hy  the  general  practitioners  and  the  attached 
staff.  On  the  health  visiting  side,  difficulty  in  recruitment  of 
qualified  Health  Visitors  has  caused  some  administrative  problems  in 
running  the  scheme,  hut  it  is  evident  already  that  liaison  and 
co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners  has  improved  in  all  areas. 

Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,270  hahies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of 
Phenylketonuria,  1,269  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  an  important 
screening  technique  aimed  at  preventing  mental  suh-normality  developing 
in  a hahy  who  has  a positive  reaction.  The  one  case  of  phenylketonuria 
which  was  discovered  in  early  infancy  was  referred  to  the  Paediatrician 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  general  practitioner.  Treatment  vd.th 
special  diet  was  commenced  immediately  and  frequent  assessments  showed 
that  the  hahy  was  developing  perfectly  normally, 

Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  hahies  horn  in  the  Division  to 
discover  cases  of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are 
discovered  early  the  treatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the 
results  enormously  improved.  As  a result  of  this  screening  technique  no 
less  than  20  cases  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Sirrgeon  and  confirmed 
as  dislocation^  thereby  qualifying  for  early  treatment  of  the  condition. 

Routine  Hearing  Tests  in  Infants 

A computer  scheme  which  was  introduced  into  the  Division  in  March,  I968, 
continued  during  I969*  Ihe  scheme  enabled  the  Health  Visiting  staff  to 
perform  simple  routine  hearing  tests  on  all  yoimg  hahies  hetvveen  the  ages 
of  six  and  nine  months.  The  purpose  of  the  scheme  is  to  detect  serious 
loss  of  hearing  as  soon  as  possible,  preferably  before  speech  has  been 
acquired.  Appointments  are  made  automatically  hy  the  computer  and  the 
irJ'ormation  provided  hy  the  tests  is  recorded  centrally.  Follow-up 
appointments  when  indicated  are  also  arranged 
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Y/OM»  S SCREENING  CLINIC 


The  screening  clinic  which  coiranenced  early  in  1968,  continued  during  the 
year  and  was  transferred  to  much  more  suitable  premises  ovmed  hy  the 
Family  Planning  Association  at  5I  Queens  Road,  Barnsley. 

During  the  year  9^5  women  attended,  compared  with  803  women  in  I968. 
Sessions  were  held  twice  weekly  on  Tuesda;/'  and  Y/ednesday  mornings  hy 
appointment.

The  clinic  proved  to  be  very  popular  with  the  women  and  the  results  show 
the  undoubted  value  of  screening  procedures  in  women.  No  less  than  11 
cases  of  early  cancer  of  the  uterus  v/ere  detected  during  the  year  and  the 
patients  were  referred  to  the  Consultant  Gynaecologist  for  treatment,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  general  practitioner.  This  technique  is  proving 
to  be  an  important  preventive  measiore  in  the  reduction  of  cancer 
mortality  from  malignant  disease  of  the  uteruso 
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Home  Nursing'  Service 


There  ^iras  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  diiring  the  yearo  51j670  visits  v/ere  made,  compared 
with  485156  in  the  previous  year,  Attachmert  of  nursing  staff  to 
general  practitioners  means  that  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  breakdoim 
work  into  areaso  Analysis  of  work  is  still  possible  in  clinical 
varieties  and  is  sho\m  below.

Excellent  liaison  was  maintained  v/ith  the  Consultant  Geriatrician  in  the 
form,  of  weelcly  meetings  at  the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  attended  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  and  a member  of 
the  Staff  of  the  West  Riding  Welfare  Department,  together  with  the 
Consultant  Geriatrician,  Dr.  P.  K.  Ramaswami , and  the  hospital  social 
worker.  Discussions  took  place  both  with  regard  to  the  admission  and 
discharge  of  geriatric  patients  with  mutual  benefit. 

Day  and  Night  Niorsin^  Services 

This  service  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  from  the  Marie  Curie 
Trust,  No  cases  required  help  during  I9690 
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Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  showed  an  increase  of  approximately 
17/'i,  I feel  that  it  is  important  that  we  should  encourage  patients  to  make 
every  effort  to  visit  the  chiropodist  at  his  clinic  or  surger^^  rather  than 
rely  on  dondciliary  treatment,  not  only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much  more 
expensive  to  provide  but  it  is  felt  that  old  people  v/ould  generally  benefit 
by  the  social  contacts  made  whilst  attending  the  clinic.  There  viras,

There  was  once  again  a trend  during  the  year  to  receive  requests  for  more 
sophasticated  types  of  equipment  than  was  the  case  in  the  past. 
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Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  v;as  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly.  The 
num.her  of  households  assisted  during  the  year  remained  at  vhile  the 

number  of  hours  expended  fell  by  just  over  J.Sfoo  An  increased  demand  for 
the  service  is  inevitable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of 
elderly  infirm  in  the  general  population  increases  slightly  year  by  year. 
Increasing  family  mobility  can  result  in  the  elderly  having  no  relatives 
who  live  nearby  to  help  them  and  indeed,  in  some  cases,  relatives  who  do 
live  in  close  proximity  are  unwilling  to  help  their  elderly  parents. 

These  latter  cases  are  alvrays  the  more  distressing  and  produce  an  increasing 
demand  on  the  seiw^ice.  Working  in  heavy  industries  and  in  particular 
mhning,  seems  to  produce  early  invalidation  and  infirmity  in  the  retired 
male  age  group,  this  in  turn  can  produce  a demand  for  the  service. 

Recently  there  has  been  a welcome  tendency  to  rehabilitation  and  early 
discharge  in  the  case  of  geriatric  patients.  Cases  of  this  nature  on 
discharge  often  require  substantial  assistance  in  the  form  of  domestic  help.

Health  Education

concern.  Greater  efforts  must  be  made  by  parents  and  those  who  have  children 
in  their  care,  to  keep  dangerous  tablets  and  liquids  under  lock  and  key. 
Approach^  by  Parent -Teacher  Associations  for  talks  by  health  visitors  have 
been  made  and  staff  have  been  pleased  to  help  vdienever  possible.  The 
divisional  staff  is  veigr  willing  to  help  any  organisation,  in  giving  talks 
about  preventive  medicine.
